PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 17.—The loss on the
fire at John apd James Dobson’s carpet-
mills last night is heavier than first re-
ported. The site of the burned mills
presents & scene of desolation to-day.

PHYSICIANS DISAPPOINTED

Prof. Koch Was Not Explicit in Explain-
ing the Composition of His Lymph.

i

Europe and Africa Again in the Throes of a
Great Snow-Storm—Town in Moracco Cut
Off from the Remainder of the Country.

KOCH'S EXPLANATION.

Disappointment Over His Reticence Regard-
ing the Process of Producieg His Lymph,
[Copyright, 1591, by the New York Associated Press. ]

BerLIN, Jan. 17.—Professor Koch will re-
tarn to Berlin in March, after he makes a
tour of Italy and Egypt. Upon his return
the Koch Institute will be formally opened.
Yesterday was the twenty-fifth anniversary
of his receiving his diploma asa doctor,
and he was the recipient of a large number
of congratulatory letters and messages.
He has probably reached the climax of
his career. There is distinet disap-
pointment over the defective character
of his statement regardinug the com pusition
of the lymph, and especially the studied
reticence concerning some parts of the pro-
cess of production. Experts in analysis
say that his declaration that the remedy is

a glycerine extract aus den reinculturen |

der tuberkel bakillen reveals nothing,

while the description of the lymph which
follows, which says the lymph contaios
“eine gewisse menge von mineral salzen far-
bende substanzen, und aundere unbekannte
extractivstofie,” seems purposely evasive
and obscure.

The discussion proceeds with renewed
activity as to the value of the discovery.
The weight of German, Austrian and En-
glish medical opinion supports the belief in
the healing virtues of the lymph. Prof.
Virchow is understood to have modified his
unfavorable view. Professor Froonkel has
exhibited before the Berlin Medical Society
six cases of pulmonic_ tuberculosis and
lupus, all of which are distinctly progress-
ing towards a cure. He also reports the
cases of fifty-two patients taken at the
first stages of disease, most of whom
are recovering. Professor Frienkel is
averse to treating patients in advanced
stages of disease. Professor Sonneburg
reports favorably on the cases of several
patients in the Moabite Hospital who were
suffering with advanced phthisis. Dr.
Rosenthal, of the Berlin Dermatology So-
cial, upholds the supreme value of the
lymph in cases of lupus. A debate in this
society elicited the opinion from doctors
who favor the use of the lymph in leprosy.
Doctors in Stattgart report its successtul
use in scrofulous diseases of the eye.

Advices from Vienna state that the phy-
siclans there praise Prof. Koch’s genius as
an observer. They are surprised at the
simplicity of the discovery. French doc-
tors who are hostile to the remedy lay
stress on Prof. Virchow’s suggestion that
the injection fluid is apt to spread the
tabercle. Dr. Peters reports that in twen-
ty-one post-mortem examinations he
found that the Ilymph, instead of be-
ing beaeficial, had led to an exten-
sive increase of the tuberculous deposits,
The evidence from every quarter, when
compared, demonstra‘es that, though the
remedy has failed in many cases, it has an
undoubted effective ameliorating effect in
early phthisis, tubercles of the larynx and
lupus. Leading Russian doctors, Professor
Muunch and Dr. Petersen, have experi-
mented with the lymph in leprosy, and re-
port the characteristic reaction. The wide-
spread prevalence of leprosy in the Baltic
provinces has obliged the Riga Municipal
Council to vote a sum to establish an
asylaom and a bospital, which will be opened
in August, when the Koch remedy will bave
an smple trial.

Considerable interest is evinced in the
reported discovery by the eminent bacteri-
ologist, Dr. Hellman, one of the leading of-
ficers of the new medical institute founded
by the Prince of Edinburgh in St. Peters-
burg, of a successful means by bacterial
inoculation for the cure of glanders, This
cannot fail to be of great veterinary im-
portance, and is also of consequence from
the fact that the poison of glanders fre-
guently causes the aeath of buman beings.

It 18 officially announced to-day that the
public sale of the Koch lymph will soon be
iutrusted to druguists throughout Ger-
many. Steps in this direction have already
been taken, and the necessary plans, it is
‘linderatood. will be completed within a few

Inhabitants of an Algerian Town Starving
and Cut Off from the World,

ALGIERS, Jan. 17.—It wouid seem that un-
less something remarkable happens or the
weather changes radically within a very
short time, the inhabitants of Sebdon, a
small town in the Tlemcen distriet of the
Province of Oran, will starve to death.

reached Tlemecen and it was said that
the horses, mules, and even the few camels
at Sebdon were being killed for food. As
in the majority of small Algerine towns,
the inhabitants of Sebdon depended al-
most entirely upon the regular or irregular
convoys of provisions which reach them
from the larger towns and the-stock kept
on hand is always comparatively small.
When the news of the dangerous position
m which the inhabitauts of Sebdon were
laced reached the military authorities of
Ilemcen they immediately sent a guan-
tity of provisions, under the escortof a
detachment of troops from the garrison of
Tlemcen, to the relief of the sufierers at
Sebdon., Unhappily the convoy, a day or
so later, waa snowed up in the Talterney
pass, and it was some time before the au-
thorities at Tlemcen became aware of
the danger to which the convoy was ax-
An additional force was sent out,
with instructions to push on at all bazards
to the relief of the snowed-up troops, and
afterwards, if possible, to assist the convoy
in pushing on to Sebdon. The second de-
tachment of troops managed to reach Tal-
terney ypass, and on Jan. 15 it was an-
nounced that the convoy bad been extri-
cated from its perilous position.

Germany Will Stick to the Gold Standard,

BERLIN, Jan. 17.—The official dinner given by
Herr Miguel, Minister of Finance, which was at-
tendea by the Emperor, Chancellor Von Caprivi,
soveral wembers of the Ministry and twenty
members of the Reichstag, was rendered notable
by the free utterances of the Emperor concern-
fng bimetallismn. Germany, he sald, coanld not

accept a double-standard currency. The ques-
tion had been deflnitely settled in favor of a gold
standard. The trading nations of the world, he
declared, would ere long agree n the universal
adoption of gold. During the four hours he was
present atthe dinner the Emperor, besides ex-
pressing himself on the ourrency question,
talked at great length concerning reforms in
education and upon dramatie subjeots.

When German Criminals Were Sent to Siberia.

LoxpoN, Jan. 17.—While so much discussion is
goiug on about Siberia it may be of interest to
mete that according to a document received in
the archives of the Prussian Ministry of Justice,

Siberia was by arrangement between the Rus-
sian and Prussian governments a depot to which
“incorngible Prussian thieves, robbers, incendi-
aries and other malefactors were deported, there
to worx 1n the mines for the remainder of their
lives without hope of escape.”™ It also appears
that at least one large consignment of convicts
was forwarded and others arranged for. Prob-
ably the rise of Napoleon and the consequent
wars, when even eriminals became valuable as
food for cannon, may have put an end to this in-
teresting trade in German malefactors.

The Czar Will Not Recelve Petitions.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan, 17.—The imperial com-
mission on petitions has retnrned to London the
memorial in behalf of the Russian Jews ad-
dressed to the Czar by the large representative
meeting recently held at the London Guild Hall,
The returned memorial is aceompanied by a com-
munication to the Mayor of London, stating that

the econnis<jon is not authorized to present
such memorials vo the Qzar.

PROMISES OF THE HOSTILES

———

Fruitfal Conference Between General
Miles and the Leaders of the Brules.

———

All Proclaim Themselves in Favor of Peace,

but Ask for a Military Agent at Rose-
bud—Disposition of Troops.

——

Pixe RIipGE AGExcCY, 8. D, Jan. 17.—At
noon General Miles sent a message to the
hostile camp asking for a conference coun-
¢il with the principal chiefs. There wasan
immediate response. Among the chiefs
were Two Strike, Short Bull, Eagle Pive,
Crow Dog, Big Turkey, Black Robe, Kick-
ing Bear, Iron Foot and Man-Raised-Above,
The council lasted half an hour. The
chiefs were Brules, and when the subject
of returning totheir agency at Rosebud was
broached they said they were in favor of
returning if a military man should be
placed over them as agent. Captain Lee,
of the Ninth Infantry, who was recom-
mended by General Miles as agent for the
agency in question, waspresent. Hestated
that he did not know that the recommenda-
tion of General Miles had been favorably
acted upon by the Interior Department. In
fact, he had heard that the de-
partment had indorsed General Miles

recommendation regarding military agenws
only so far as Pine Ridge was concerned.
He further stated that if he was not sup-
ported as Captain Pierce was at this
agency he would not accept the position.
The Indians present expressed a hope that
he would be allowed to take bold of the
agency in question. After a little more
parleying Big Road stood up and solemn-
ly and dramatically proclaimed himself as
in favor of peace. At the same time he
asked those who wished to join him in re-
storing peace and working for the pros-

rity of their people to raise their right

and towards heaven. Immediately eve
right hand in the gathering was raised,
and, with a genesal shaking of hands, the
conference came to a close.

It bas been decided definitely that the
Sixth Cavalry, which came here from Fort
Wingate, Ind. T., will hereafter be divided
between Forts Niobrara, in Nebraska, and
MeKinuey, in Wyoming, General Carr's
headgnarters being established at the for-
mer place. An order has been issued direct-
ing the BSeventh Iunfantry, Colonel
Merriam, which has been serving on
Cherry creek and the lower Chey-
epne river, near Standing Rock agency.
to retarn to its post, at Fort Logan, Den-
ver. Roduey's battery, which has also been
serving in the same vicinity, has been
ordered back to Fort Riley. Colonel Sum-
ner's command, comprising the Eighth
Cavalry and the Third Infantry, has n
orde to return to Fort Meade. It has
been decided that the headquarters of the
Ninth Cavalry will at Fort Rob-
inson, and that troops A, D, T, G,
I and K, of that rexgiment, will be
located at that pluce. Troop H is now
located at Fort Duchesne; Troop E at
Washakie and Troop C is en route among
the Leavenworth battalion. Fort McKin-
ney will be garrisoned hereafter by a part
of the Sixth Cavalry. This strengthening
of the cavalry along the reservation is in-
tended as a safe-guard and to revive
the confidence of the people who have been
long in danger of Indian outbreaks. The
question is now being discussed of allow-
ing members of the First Infantry, under
Colonel Shafter, who feel so disposed, to re-
main in thisdepartment.

The council between the friendly and hos-
tile Indians last nmight, reported in these
dispatches, hastended torelieve the anxiety
of many white ple, and assure the In-
dians that ytheir fear of being massacred
by the soldiers was without foandation,
Everybody to-day seems to feel that the
trouble has been brought to a close. Up to
noou to-day seventy-one guns had been
turned in by the hostiles. More weapons
are expected to-morrow.

Some trouble is expected, now that the
war seems to have almost been brought to
a close, from the fact that the Interior De-
partment has sent out an agent to escort a
delegation of Indiap chiefs to Washington.
The chiefs have asked permission to set
their case before the Great Father. The
request has been favored by General Miles,
It was expected that the Indians on their
trip would be accompanied by military ofti-
cers who have been associated with them
during this trouble.

There are no lights in the hostile camp
to-night. Everyth:nf is quiet, The Indians
seem to ben favor of redeeming the pledges
they guve to General Miles,

The Cheyenues have already been sent
on their way to Tongue river. The Brules
will be sent to the north. Those from
Standing Roeck will be returned thither
and the Ogallalas will be kept here.

An old Indian named Kunife Scabbard died
last night, and was buried to-day. He was
the seventh Indian who has tﬁed in the
hospital from injuries received in the
Wounded Knee fight.

Agent Pierce has just received word from
the hostile camp that all the horses and
cattle bolongingeto the friendly Indians
and others will be surrendered to their sev-
eral owners.

Supplies Needed by Ageunt Plerce.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Captain Pierce, acting
agent of the Indians at Pine Ridge, has made a
requisition upon the Indian Bureau for the sup-
plies whioh will be necessary to continue the
issue of full rations up to June 31, 1891, under
the provisions of the treaty of 1877. The esti-

mate calls for 846,855 pounds of beef, gross;
12,761 pounds of coffee, net, and 15,204 pounds
of sugar, net, Captain Pierce is of the opinion
that his beef estimate will probably have to be
inoreased by 50 per cent., owing to the differ-
ence in weight of the cattle now as compared
with their weight when received last Qotober.

Mysterious Movements of Creesa
CRAIG, Mont., Jan., 17.—Three hundred Cree
Indians are camped in the meighborhnod of Dog

and Roek creeks and Dearborn. About twenty-
five are here. They are all bucks, and have
borses. They have bought all the ammunition
obtainable here. Nobody knows where they
came from, and people are alarmed.

PANIC IN A CHICAGO STREET

——

Crowd of Shoppers Thrown to the
Ground by a Severe Explosion.

——emi

One Unfortunate Colored Woman Blown Sky-
ward and Her Skull Split Openby the Fall
—Plate Glass Shattered Squares Away.

——————

Cmclco, Jan. 17.—With a crash heard
for a mile, and smashing plate-glass win-
dows for a radius of three blocks, a sewer
man-hole exploded this evening at the in-
tersection of Jackson street and Wabash
avenne when both thoroughfares were
crowded with shoppers and work-people.
Dozens of persons were thrown from their
feet by the territic force of the explosion,
and a wild panic ensued among those left
unstunned. A number of passers-by were
injured by falling glass. In the excited

crowd were many ladies. One woman, Mrs,
C. R. Ross, colored, was killed outright.
Her death was ashocking one. She wasstep-
ping nearly upou the futal man-hole when
the covering, with startling suddenness, flew
skyward and she was slammed backward,
flat against the curbing. The woman’s
.skull was split open and her brains were
scattered about 1n a circle on the stones.
A little four-year-old colored boy who was
with ber, strangely escaped injury, not re-
ceiving so much as & scratch. F. H. Mack
received serious scalp wounds from a stone
that was shot out of the pavement., and
bad s painful h in the wrist from a
jagged piece of window-glass. Up to a
moment before the explosion police officer
Moore, who 18 regularly stationed at that
corner, had been standing on the man-hole
almost continuously for hours. A right-of-
way dispute between teamsters caused him
to change his position in the nick of time
and doubtless saved his life. The persons
injured ﬁy glass, aside from Mr. Mack,
were C. M, Stout, T. Sheldon, J. Karplers
and E. W. Waddell. None were danger-
ously hurt excert Mr. Stout, one of whose
hands was nearly severed from his arm,

The oifices of the Singer Sewing-machine
Company were the worst damaged in the
neighborhood. Out of sixty windows in
the company’s premises not one has a whole
pane left. Across the street, at the Welling-
ton Hotel, about forty windows woere
broken, and the same number in the Chick-
ering Piano Building. Several theories are
advanced as to the canse of the explosion,
many claiming sewer-gas; others that the
illuaminating-gas pipes bad sorung a leak,
and the electric-light wires had cansed the
gas to ignite. This last is the opinion of
the officials of the city sewerage depart-
ment. A similar explosion. with hardly
Jess disastrous resulte, ocourred a year ago
in almost the same loecality.
